The 
prosecution obviously 
feels that it has a strong 
case against Ucker, but’a 
trial jury will have the final 
say.

‘Public Money’ Sparks 
University Controversy 


University of Chicago Socioto- 
gist Edward Shils in the eighth 
annual Jefferson Lecture, spon- 
sored by the National Endow- 
ment for the Humanities, has 
rekindled that old “two cultures” 
controversy widely debated dur- 
ing the 1960s by such English 
luminaries as novelist C.P. Snow 
and the late Cambridge literary 
critic F.R. Leavis. 

Simply stated the “two cul- 
tures” issue concerns what the 
proper role of humanistic studies 
should be.in an age of science 
and technology. In defense of 
humanistic- studies, Professor 
Shils charges that colleges and 
universities under pressure from 
government largesse and direc- 
tives have lost their mission, 
which is to pursue truth. Universi- 
ties now find themselves preoc- 
cupied with tangential issues 
such as poverty, racial and sex 
discrimination, according to 
Shils. 

While conceding that these are 
worthy goals, Professor Shils 


Columbus, 


claims they have been imposed 
on institutions of higher educa- 
tion with disastrous consequen- 
ces to the “stock of traditional 
intellectual capital.” 

Whether universities ought to 
return to their former status as 
“monastic orders,” as Professor 
Shils suggests, will depend on 
how one views the democratic 
context of American cultural 
development: No university can 
nor should be supported with 
public monies if it lacks the will 
and stamina to deal with society's 
more pressing problems. 

Professor Shils notwithstand- 
ing, social justice is not just a pol- 
itical and economic problem. Any 
concern for social justice involves 
asearch forthose enduringtruths - 
which inform our intellectual 
energies, and which allow us to . 
transcend the immediate con- 
texts of both politics and sociol- 
ogy. That our humanists have 
refused to provide us a theory of 


justice cannot be laid solely at the 
door of the federal government. ~

The passing of venerable A. Philip Ran- 
dolph, ends a career that was colorfuland 
daring. | first met him when he and 


Chander Owens were publishing the. 


“Messenger” magazine in Chicago. 


, Although born in Florida his resonant 


voice had a Boston accent. He wasalways 
a polished gentleman. 

When the drive was started to organize 
the Pullman car porters into a labor 
union, A. Philip was selected tohead what 
was then, an almost hetpless task. His 

“dignified manner -was'in-sharp contrast 
to many of the Pullman car porters he was 
attempting to organize. But Randolph 
was able to attract to his movement a 
cadre of hardened, experienced men 


who, despite the great odds they faced,. 


finally succeeded in establishing the 
Brotherhood of Sleeping Car porters. 

Heading this union of Black workers 
gave Randolph entry to organized labor 
circles. In these circles he fought the bat- 
tles of all Black workers. Ofttimes he 
found himself at great odds with the big 

‘labor bosses. 

On one of these occasions, | was called 
to New York for aconference with George 
Meany and other labor leaders. | had 
talked with Randolph before so | was able 
to play the role of mediator.

All of his life, A. Philip Randolph always 
commanded bt. He had a keen mind 
and, was a devout fighter for human 
rights. In his.early days, “The Messenger” 
magazine reflected this trait. In those 
days, his political leanings were more 
socialist. ‘ 

The crowning glory of his tong, illus- 
trous career, was perhaps his idea of a 
march’ on’ Washington to highlight the 
restlessness of Negroes with the condi- 
tions they faced in America. ‘ 

Fortunately A. Philip Randolph lived to 
see many of his dreams come true. When | 
called the Summit Meeting of Negro 
Leaders in Washington in 1958, A. Philip 
Randolph was one of the participants.

Cleveland will be the scene of two big - 


national conventions this summer. The 
first one will be PUSH, in July, and the 
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Although it will never erase the scars nor the 
stigma-brand imposed upon countless law- 
abiding innocent citizens by charactor assas- 
sinations’ more than 30 years ago, the 
Un-American Activities Commission officially 
died recently by an act of the Ohio Legislature. 

The Legislature created the Commission 
during the late 1940's ostensively for the pur- 
pose of exposing Americans who were card- 
carrying Communists. 

During this vicious witch-hunting crusade, 
virtually every Communist in the ‘state, or 
anyone who had ever attended a Communist 
meeting, was. brought before the 12-member 
commission as subversive and a threat to 
overthrow the U.S. Government by force. 

One prominent black citizen who was 
brought before the Commission upon testim- 
ony of its black undercover agents, was Atty. 
James 8B. Simmons of Toledo. Simmons, a 
onetime CALL & POST columnist, was the 
first black elected to the Toledo City Council 
and went on to become vice mayor. 
Simmons, who like most of us it seems, had

attended Communist meetings in Toledo dur- 


ing the depression days. The black agent for 
the Commission, testified that he had wit- 
nessed Simmons participating in Communist 
rallies and under oath, branded him as 4 card- 
carrying Communist. : 

At the hearing, Simmons was represented 
by one of the most brilliant attorneys of the 
era. The late Jesse S. Heslip literally wrecked 
the agent's testimony under cross- 
examination and subsequently cleared 
Simmons of the charge. ' 

Since Simmons was then the Senior Warden 
of the “Grand Lodge of Prince Hall Origin 
Masonery and was in line to become Grand 
Master the following year, he stood a chance 
of losing this prestigious office had he been 
found guilty. 

This is just one example of how the Com- 
mission assassinated the charactor of numer- 
ous innocent individuals during its reign of

- Senate Considers Direct 


The U.S. Senate will soon vote on a pro- 

posed constitutional amendment that would 
change the way we elect our President. 
Instead of the present Electoral C@llege sys- 
lem, in which the cand@ate with the most 
votes in a state gets all of that state's electoral 
votes, it would mandate a direct election, in 
which the candidate who gets the most votes 
nationwide becomes the winner. . 

On the surface, the “seems demo- 
¢ratic’ But the result would actually be less. 
democratic, in that blacks and other minori- 
ties would have their already limited influence 
diluted. 

The impact on black voting power would be 
considerable. The bulk of the black popula- 
tion is concentrated in nine states--California, 
Florida, lilinois, Michigan, New Jersey, New 
York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, and Texas. 

Those states also have the largest number 
of Electoral College votes. Taken together, 
they have 245 electors, just 25 short of the 
number needed to elect a President. 

This means no major presidential candidate 
can ignore those states. Even if he has strong 
support elsewhere, he can't be elected without 
winning at least some of them. And that means 
the.black vote in those states takes on special 
importance.

The bottom line is that the importance of the 
black vote in key “swing” states is an effective 
barrier to candidates running a blatantly anti- 
black campaign, and it is a positive induce- 
ment to them to take vital black interests into 
account. 

Now what happens if you end the Electoral 
College? All votes go into one pot. Black 
votes, instead of being crucial to winning sev- 


eral states justebecome ten percent of the 


national total, easy to ignore. 

Candidates wouldn't need to pledge action 
on civil rights enforcement or on jobs or other 
issues Of basic importance to black voters. 
They could afford to ignore a small minority of 
the: total vote in their pursuit of winning a 
majority of white voters nationally. 

The Electoral College system acts as a 
brake to extremism. It forces candidates not 
only to appeal to the widest consensus among 
voters and regions, but it forces them to 
appeal to minority interests as well. 

Direct election of the President would likely 
lead to fractured nationaf politics, a decline in 
the role of the parties, and an erosion of even 
the limited political influence blacks have 
gained. 

No one really knows though, because we've 
never had any other electoral system. But a

“We are disturbed that the Cleveland 
Convention Bureau has resigned itseff to 
hosting medium size to small conven- 
tions. Much of the blame for this is due to 
the lack of leadership at City Hall. This, 
however, does not excuse us from getting 
on with the business of finding the 
accommodations for the large 
conventions. 

In the past, the Cleveland Convention 
Bureau has paid little attention to pre- 
dominantly Black conventions.

Although the law under which the Commis-

sounded its death knoll in the wake of more 
enlightened leadership.

In the meantime, The Ohio Senate approved 
a House-passed bill designed to permit the 
state or its subdivisions to award deposits of 
federal funds to minority banks. It also 
exempts such deposits from the Uniform Dep- 
ository Act, as presently required of non- 
minority banks. 

The current restrictions include guarantees 

that federal money deposited in local banks 
earns the highest ihterest and that federal 
deposits do not constitute more than 30 per- 
cent of a bank's deposits. 
_ The bill, sponsored by Rep. Ike Thompson 
of Cleveland, eliminates these restrictions. It 
‘was approved by the Senate 21 to 4 and 
returned to the House for concurrence in 
Senate amendments. It will then be forwarded 
to Gov. James A. Rhodes who is expected to 
sign it into law. , 


leap into the unknown requires more justifica- 
tion than supporters of direct election have 
given us. 

They claim that a situation could arise in 
which a president was elected with fewer 
votes than the loser: But that's happened only 
once in our history. And even that instance 
took place a hundred years ago. So why 
change? 

Such clouded presidencies are just as likely 
in a direct election system. Let's say a candi- 
date wins because he has a few more votes 
than his opponent. Can you imagine the diffi- | 
culties that would cause? Just try conducting 
a national recount. it's tough enough on a 
local basis. ‘ 

in an election involving over 80 million votes 
a small plurality for the winner would cast 
doubt on the legitimacy of his electoral man- 
date. At least the Electoral College, by magni- 
fying the extent of the victor's success afd by 
mandating he win a majority, avoids that 

lem. 

Direct election is bound to.mean a minority 
president, since it is unlikely that anyone 
would win a majority of the votes in a multi- 
candidate field. ‘ 

The one flaw in the Electoral College system 
is the “faithless elector’--the Elector who 
votes his personal feelings instead of for the 
candidate to whom he is pledged. 

But that's éasily fixed simply by mandating 
Electors vote for the slate they're committed 
to; or do away with Electors altogether and 
apportion Electoral” Cotlege votes 
automatically. 

The system's worked pretty well throughout 
our history, and there is no reason to change it 
just as blacks are beginning to find it a helpful 
tool in the struggle for democratic. rights.

How fair is the military draft? 

In discussing whether the U.S. should return to the 
conscription to enable the armed forces to fill their 
manpower needs, Sen. Sam Nunn, democrat of Georgia, 
feels that the present problems encountered by the 
reserves is sufficient reason to resume some form of the 
Selective Service System. He concedes that there need 


not be a full resumption of the draft, only registration and 9 


classification of manpower availability. 

He explains that because the services do not know 
where the men are, it would take a minimum of 110 days 
for the first recruit to show up for basic training. 

Like Rep. Pete McCloskey, Republican of 
California,znowever, Sen. Nunn expresses concern “about 
the absence of middie class America in. our Armed Forces. 
today in the enlisted ranks.” Sen. Nunn, who.is chairman. 
of the Armed Service's Committee's Manpower and 
Personnel Subcommittee, feels that this gap is a serious 
problem. 

But Army Secretary Clifford Alexander takes a totally 
different view. As a black American, Mr. Alexander is 
concerned about the strong racial nature of the attacks 
against the volunteer army. For one thing, he is expressly 
osturbed that the Army's quality has been singled out for 
a ; 

The reason, of course, is that the majority of black 
servicemen on active duty are in the Army -- 29%. As Mr.

After all, in past years, despite the draft, a 
higher percentage of blacks than whites, 

on their population representation, were killed or 
injured in the Vietnam War.

Still, Secretary Alexander, in an effort to placate strong 
pro-draft forces, would accept some limited type of 
registration to help fill Army reserve needs. Rep. Weaver 
feels that it is inevitable that the House will pass such a bill 
this summer:

Alexander explains. So ‘every effort must be made to 
ensure that the system is.fair and does not continue to 
throw,America’s combat duty burden on blacks.
